Washington—A man’s front yard 
is not his own in the national capi­ 
tal of this country- 
He may grow flowers and shrubs— 
even keep the grass cut regularly, 
but he does so only by the consent 
of the government. 
Let him try to grow carrots on his 
front lswn and see what happens. 
Some tried it during the days of 
the World War. They were prompt­ 
ly arrested. 
For the land between building 
line and street 
in Washington, 
generally 
speaking, 
belongs 
to 
Unde Sam. 
This includes private 
lawns, walks and grass at the curb. 
Of course, there are exceptions. 
This condition exists in what was 
formerly known as the city of 
Washington (which passed out of 
existence years ago) 
and includes 
the old boundary of Florida avenue. 


Strict 
Regulations in this area, how­ 
ever, are rigid. 
One is supposed to get permission 
before erecting a fence or construc- 
ing any other thing on his private 
lawn.

stones should be obtained.

The Explanation 
William W. Bride, 
corporation 
counsel for the District of Colum­ 
bia, explains the matter In this 
way— 
“When the original city of Wash­ 
ington was laid out, the land with­ 
in it was conveyed to certain trus­ 
tees and the deeds of trust provided 
that the trustees should convey to 
the commissioner .. .. .. for the use 
of the United States forever, all the 
said stretto and of such squares, 
parcels and lots as the President 
shall deem proper for the use of the 
United States. 
Thus It will be 
seen that the title to the avenues, 
streets and alleys In the original 
city is owned in fee simple by the 
United States.” 
And the courts have upheld the 
claim. 
There is a case on record 
in the District’s court of appeals 
where a decision was handed down 
setting forth that: 
“The sidewalks of the City 
of 
Washington extend from the curb 
line bounding the carriage-tray of 
the street to the building Hue of 
the houses. 
They are wholly the 
property of the United Skates, and 
they we wholly subject to the con­ 
trol of the municipal authorities of 
the District of Columbia.”
